heart* that are broken by the world's 
sad contumely, so long will Dickens 
live in love of millions who would 
make the world that he wished it to 
be, and into which, with generous 
art, he strove to fashion it. ** I 
may quarrel with Mr. Dicken's art 
a thousand times," wrote his great 
contemporary, Thackeray, 4t I d« j 
light and wonder at his genius ; I 
recognize in it — I speak with awe 
and reverence — a commission from 
the Divine Beneficence, whose bless 
ed task we know it will one day be, 
to wipe every tear from every eye.

A halt in the manufacture of 
shells in Canada for the Allies has 
temporal ily been called, as a result 
of changes in the specifications of 
the steel r« quired, which have just 
been made by the Imperial authori- 
ties. 

The change is the requirement of 
steel of a higher tensile strength 
than had hitherto beeu specified. 
li will, of course, be quile possible 
to manufacture this steel in Canada 
as hitherto, but as large orders for 
steel of the quality formerly suit- 
able have beeu given, and theie is a 
large stock of manufactured shells 
tut band, some inconvenience will 
be caused if these have to be made 
over again. 

Large orders for shells of 95 and 

other high calibres have recently 

>een placed in the United States, 

and it is understood that otheia will 

be distn but ed in Canada. 

The flist samples of time fuses 
produced at the loading plant estab- 
ished in Montreal by the Muni- 
tion* Board have successfully passed 
the tests. No shipments have yet 
nee 11 made, however, it is under- 
stood, and it is not altogetlo t likely 
that the board's expectations as to 
early delivery, expressed dm ing the 
fnae contracts enquiry, will be real- 
ized. 

Hand grenades, the weapons 
which are proving so regular and 
effective in the piesent war, are 
now being manufactured in Canada. 
They are being loaded, however, in 
Great Britain.

prison van ami remains so to this 
day. — London Globe. 



Lighter Than Cotton. 

Kapok is a fibrous, silky material, 
obtained from the seed pods of a 
tree grown largely in Java. It is 
six times as light as cotton, and is 
so oily that i* is quite waterproof. 

The reason why kapok is uot more 
generally known, is because hitherto 
the attempts which have been made 
to invent machinery for the purpose 
of making kapok of real commercial 
value have met with indifferent suc- 
It is leported, however, that 
a uew machine has now been in- 
vented, with the assistance of which 
it will be possible to "card" kapok 
fiber, so that it can be used for coat 
linings, bed quilts, and so on. 

A mattress stuffed with kapok 
was recently tested in the water, 
and though only weighing ten 
pounds, it supported a man weigh- 
ing two bundled pounds lying* n it. 
In this regard the United States 
tinvy is already employing kapok in 
life- saving experiments. As a 
matter of fact, for some years now, 
owing to its peculiar waterproof na- 
ture, this vegetable fiber has been 
employed ss stuffing for life buoys 
and life belts. 

Although kapok is mostly produc- 
ed in J tv <, it also grown to a small 
extent in India, British Honduras, 
aud Ceylon, and there is a little 
doubt that if the latest machines 
prove a success, they will bring 
fortunes to the lucky inventors.

CEMENT SHOT FROM GUN. 

In order to waterproof the up- 
stream face of the Elephant Butte 
dam of the United States reclama- 
tion service in New Mexico, a 
wooden 1 aft was launched in the 
water of the reservoir formed by the 
structure and from it a mixture of 
cement, sand and water, was shot on 
the dam by means of a gnu operated 
by com 1 air The coating 

was applied in horizontal stripe 
about ten feet high and the length 
of the dam at water level. The 
mortar waterproofing coating was 
applied In four lay« h about 

one fourth of an inch thick. Nu- 
merous samples taken from the face 
of the dam showed perfect adhesion 
of the waterproofing coat to the 
original conciete.

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A novel American Manual Al- 
phabet card has just been copyright 
«d by Dr. James H. Logan, 237 
Fourth Avenue, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

It is called "The Gordon Stan- 
dard American Manual Alphabet, in 
Nine Words," and is in tbe form of 
a post card. 

It may not be generally known 
that the late Dr, Joseph Gordon, 
while a professor at Gallaudet 
College, had the human hand photo- 
graphed in all of the different posi- 
tions of the alphabet of the deaf. 
The model used was the hand of the 
late John A. Boland, and the result 
was a perfect and symmetrical pro 
duction of each letter. Before this 
was done the alphabets printed and 
circulated were very " wooden" in 
appearance and very inaccurate in 
presentation. Therefore the so- 
called Gordon Alphabet was a tre- 
mendous advance along the line of 
correct spelling on the fingers. 

Tbe Logan system of learning to 
spell on the fingers with clearness, 
begins with the essential principles 
for which the Gordon alphabet was 
designed. 

But it also goes still further, and 
offers in nine words a scheme that 
will enable any learner to master all 
of the letters quickly, andgivesat 
once that spontaneity in spelling 
that has hitherto been accomplished 
only after long practice in the 
case where the learner has mastered 
the letters in the alphabetical order. 
In Dr. Logan's card, the letters 
are arranged in the order (punctuat- 
ed by dots) that spells the following 
words: "Mug," "Pick," "Fly," 
"Rod," "Vest," "Hen," "Box," 
"Quiz," "Jaw." 

It will be noted that all of the 
words are short and simple, and are 
frequently in use in ordinary conver- 
sation. 

We would recommend this alpha- 
bet to the deaf for circulation among 
their hearing friends. Just what 
the cost of the cards may be, we are 
unable to state, but anyone can find 
out by writing Dr. Logan, whose 
address is given above.

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Amos G. Draper is about to leave 
the Hotel White, North Benning- 
ton, after a May of unusual length 
thin summer. His career has I 
somewhat remarkable. Born in 
Shaftshury in 1845, he became total 
Iy deaf 10 year8 later, from severe 
exposure while skating. He war* 
to the Hchool for the deaf at 
Hartford, where he stayed two years, 
leaving there to rejoin his father 
who meantime had left Vermont for 
Illinois. He made the journey 
alone, no small feat in 1862, when 
there were no trunk lines and travel- 
ing facilities were limited, a situa- 
tion much complicated by the fact 
that the civil war had begun. He 
has a vivid recollection of cbang 
In? cars every 50 miles or so, and of 
being called on to •* wood up" the 
engine frequently, often in remote 
places. Thus, with many interrup- 
tions, he finally arrived at his <V\h 
tination, Danville, Vermilion coun- 
ty. There be remained throughout 
the civil war, an eye witness to 
many of the bitter tragedies and 
tumults arising anion? a popular ion 
half union and half disunion. He 
had at Hartford acquired the art of 
typesetting, and soon he found em 
plo> ment on the Danville newspa- 
pers. In 1868 he followed his 
f-itlier removing to Aurora, in Kane 
county, where the field for his work 
was much wider. He entered tbe 
service of the Aurora Beacon, an 
influential Republican paper. He 
wmh now fully trained, and rapidly 
in tbe service, both as a printer 
and an editorial writer, until in 1868 
the owners of the paper descr 
him as M the most helpful n, 
had ever bad In the office." At this 
juncture he heard of the establish- 
ment of a college for the deaf at 
Waabfnfton, resigned his place on 
the Beacon and entered the new 
eollege as a student,. He graduated 
the college in 1872 and travel- 
ed that summer in Europe. On hi* 
rn in the Fall he was appointed 
a member of the faculty of the col- 
lege, and as such, with certain 
changes and advances, he has re- 
mained until now, covering a mi 
of 48 years in Washington and 44 as 
an iiistrnctor.
